Agriculture,  artsj  inanufacftiires,  and  indudry, 
are  promifiiig  prelkgcs  of  future  greatnefs  ;  but 
if  thefe  are  not  attainable,  without  a  rigid  adliei*- 
ence  to  that  limplicity  of  manners,  which  is  faid  to 
have  charaefterifed  thofe  ^rcat  and  virtuous  patri¬ 
ots  of  Greece  and  P..ome,  who  have  been  fo  often 
held  up  as  our  great  exemplers,  I  feai*  w  e  may 
never  expecd  to  fee  them  flourilli  in  America. 

When  the  grfeat  and  important  quedion  of  r:^- 
tionai  revenue  is  agitating  in  the  grand  councils  of 
the  nation,  it  will  be  found  neceliary  to  recur  to 
every  probable  fource,  and  to  contrive  to  give  all 
pollible  encouragement  and  cfliciency  to  each  ; 
tjiis  will  naturally  lead  to  the  confide*  aiion  of  the 
importance  of  ayi  j^, regulated^  and  exienjiv^ 
commerce,  which  upon  the  mod  accurate  and  pro¬ 
found  invedigation,  of  its  various  prodiu  tivc  in¬ 
fluence,  and  edeifts,  wi//  Ji/cover y^hdt  at  this  day, 
chiefly  gh  cs  vigor,  life,  and  energy '  to  the  huf- 
bandinaii,  mechanic,  manufacturer,  and  laborer  ; 
and  from  whence  mode!  11  dates piincipally  derive , 
the  necenjry  rcfoui  ccs  for  the  fuppott  of  govern¬ 
ment  la  the  folemn,  national  deliberations,  up¬ 
on  tlfis  deep,  this  wide,  tills  iuivuafiirahU  fubject, 
it  will  probably  be  found  necellai  y,  with  our  po¬ 
litical,  to  unite  the  bed  commercial  knowledge, 
and  experience,  that  can  be  colle^ftcd  in  Amcrha.

Tlieprcfcnt  exhauded  date  of  our  public  and  pri¬ 
vate  flnaiices,  and  the  conrequeiit  want  of  mepis 
to  fupply  the  exigencies,  and  lupport  the  credit 
and  dignity  of  government, are  univerfally  bruited, 
acknowledged,  felt  and  deplored  ;  'I  he  general 
decay  of  trade  may  doubtleis  be  confidered  one  of 
the  principal  caufes,  as  alfo  of  the  ruinous  migi  a- 
tion  of  our  citizens  from  the  fca  ports  into  the  re 
mote  interior  country,  and  even  i/;/o  the  Britijhy  and 
other  foreign  dominion i . 

The  French  merchants  have  made  feveral  at¬ 
tempts  to  carry  on  the  \vhalf‘  fiflicry  from  Dunkirk, 
and  although  the  King  cf  ^France  liad  furniflied 
them  with  large  fums  of  iiiiney^upontlie  very  ad¬ 
vantageous  terms  of  givung  all  the  profits  of  ,  that 
trade,  to  the  merchants,  w  itli  the  ufe  of  the  money 
wuthout  intered,  and  fudaining  aHthe  Ipfs  bf  uii- 
fuccefsful  voyages,  yet  tbeirnfhery  never  fuccecd- 
qd,  until  Americans,  principally  from  the  State  of 
Mallachufetts,  were  Induced  by  the  very^  great  cr.- 
couragement  offered  by  the  merchants  in  Dunkirk, 
and  the  want  of  employ  at  home,  to  enter  into 
their  fervicc,  fiuce  w  hich,  the  French  government 
has  prohibited  the  free  importation  of  wdiale  oil 
from  foreign  dominions.  The  Eiiglifh  owe  alfo 
their  fuccefs  in  the  whale  flfhery  chiefly  to  Ameri¬ 
cans  ;  for  notwi^dauding  the  iminenfe  bounties 
paid  by  the  Briiidi  government  for  its  encourage¬ 
ment, they  could  never  luccecd  until- they  employ¬ 
ed  Amcrirans,  who  are  alfo  very  well  paid  and 
greatly  encouraged  in  their  fervice. 

The  dedrurltive  influence  of  a  declining  com¬ 
merce  aids  like  a  gangrene,  w'hich  unlels  timely 
clieckcdwill  foon  fpread  over  the  whole  body, and 
become  incurable  :  Ev;ery  lover  of  his  country 
will  therefore  befolicitous  to  find  outfomc  fpeedy 
remedy  for  this  al aiming  evil :  There  are  no  pojfi- 
bl:  adequate  fubjiitutjs  for  the  loft  of  covivierce  :  Our 
fird  grand  objecd  therefore  is  its  reft  oration.  I  pre- 
fume  not  to  di(date  or  direct,  it  is  a  fubjecd  that 
will  require  the  deeped  deliberations  and  rc- 
fcarchcs  ofthe  wifed  and  mod  experienced  men 
in  America  fully  to  comprehend  :  It  probably  be¬ 
longs  to  no  one  man  exilling,topoflbfs  all  the  qua¬ 
lifications  requifite  to  trace  the  courfe  of  American 
commerce  through  ail  h^r  numerous,  intricate  and 
yet  untroden  p^tlis  ;  and  to  point  out  thofe,  and 
only  thofe,*  that  fliall  lead  the  United  States  to  fu¬ 
ture  glory  and  profperity.  I  am  f anguine  in  the 
belief  of  the  pollibilit)',  that;  we  may  one  day  be¬ 
come  a  great,  commercial,  and  flourifhing nation  ^ 
but  if  ill  purfuit  of  the  means,  w'e  fhould  unfor¬ 
tunately  durable  again  on  unfunded  paper  mpnej,  or 
any  flmilaf  fpecies  of fraud yvee  fliall  afliiredly  give 
a  fatal  dab  to  our uiational  credit  in  its  infancy, 
and  blad  the  fuccefs  of  the  bed  concerted  plans  : 
Palliatives  at  bed  are  poor  pitiful  expedients,  ainh 
never  to  be  applied,  but  in  the  moj^  defperate,  or 
incurable  caufes.  Taper  money  w  ill  invariably  ope¬ 
rate  ill  the  body  politic,  as  fpiritous  liquors  on  the 
human  body,  w  hich  often  produce  a  momentary 
relief,  or  giddy  joy,  the  eJfeBs  of  a  delirium  but 
while  they  intoxicate  the  brain,  end  lull  the  fen- 
fes,  they  prey  upon  the  vitals,,  arid  iHtimatcly  def 
troy  the  conftitution  :  But  while  a  nation  canpre 

ferve  its  credit  at  home,  and  abroad,  there  are 

no  difHcultics  to  be  deemed  infurmountable.”

exjienflvc,  uiil’uccefsful  w  ar,  now  ftand?,  <^niiner- 
cially  coiilldered,  the  uni  ivalled  mifti  efs  of  the 
w  01  Id  :  Her  revenues  are  iiiiineiife  j  her  credit  at 
home  and  abroad  unbounded  ;  hqr  funds  the  great 
I  refervoir  of  tlie  ti  eafures  of  the  globe  ;  the  l;ank. 
of  England  full  and  tuning  over  ;  lhip>  openly, 
or  dirguifcd]y,buKrcally  owi^edby  BiiiLlii  lhbjecl4.s, 
fwarming  and  evidently  iiiLing  the  lead  in  com¬ 
merce  of  every  other  nation  in  all  the  parts  of /.V-

DEBATE  upon  the  IMPOST  on  MOLASSES 
•  coiititiued. 

Mr.  Mad  I  SON,  after  an  exordium,  obrcrved,Thi^ 
duty,  it  is  faid,  will  operate  agaiiift  a  beneticiul 
branch  of  commerce,  carried  on  with  our  allies ; 
but  what  was  the  ftate  of  fades  previous  to  tiie  re¬ 
volution  \  Tills  trade  fupported  itlllf,  notwIJi- 
Handing  the  article  of  niolalies  w'as  then  fubjedt  to 
a  duty,  and  ibreigu  rum  was  imported  duty  free  : 
Now’,  there  is  a  heavy  duty  on  rum,  and  yet  this 
article,  it  is  contended  can  not  bear  a  rax — if  the 
manufadture  of  ru:n  w  as  in  allourifliing  condition, 
when  it  had  to  combat  a  duty,  and  iho  influx  of 
foreign  Ipirits,  it  appears  abfurd  to  fuppofe, 
that  the  propofed  duty,  will  annihilate  ihe  trade. 
There  is  a  auty  upon  country  rum,  through  the 
States,  yet  the  trade  is  not  deltroycd  \  and  if  this 
duty  is  allcfled  on  molalles,  it  is  evident  from  thefe 
facts  that  the  impoVtation  will  not  be  diuiiniflicd. 
It  is  confidered  by  gent  A  men  as  anqceflary  article 
of  life — if  tliis  is  granted,  it  muft  alfo  be  allow’cci, 
that  a  great  propoition  is  confuined  through  the 
States — and  w^here  molafles  is  not  ufed,  it  is  more 
than  balanced,  by  Sugar — as  that  pays  a  higher 
daty. 

It  has  been  faid,  that  this  duty  will  be  burthen - 
fonie,  as  it  will  oblige  the  merchants  to  enc reale 
their  capitals — but  this  objection  applies  to  other 
branches,  and  muft  be  fubiaitted  to,  or  we  muft 
reliiiquilh  the  idea  of  a  revenue.  The  complaint 
refpeciling  the  filliermen  appears  ill  founded,  as  no 
draw  back  is  now  allowed  on  the  duty  paid  oh  rum 
confuined  by  them.  The  objeiftion  urged  againft 
the  tax  on  account  of  fmuggling  (from  the  bulk 
and  weiglit  of  this  article),  cannot  be  confidered 
'*u*midable.  Mr.  Madifon  was  oppofed  to  the 
fublfitute  mentioned,  aiiexcifeat  the  diltill  head, 
at  prefent. 

There  w  as.  Tie  obfcrvecl,  an  excife  already  upon 
rum  in  the  States  ;  but  molafles,  he  believed,  was 
free — and  if  a  duty  was  now  laid  upon  the  latter, 
he  had  no  doubt  of  an  cncreafe  intlie  file  of  rum. 
Should  this  article  be  ftruck  cut  of  the  report, 
it  w  ould  be  facrificing  the  intereft  of  three  niillions 
of  people  to  fupport  the  intereft  of  the  dillillers. 
This  duty  will  not  bear  harder  on  the  eaftern 
than  other  exactions  w  ill  on  the  fouthern  States — 
he  w’as  thetotfore  againft  diminution  of  the  fix 
cents,  or  ftriking  out  the  article. 

Mr.  A^rEs  obferved,  that  the  Conftitution  under 
w’hich  this  H^ufe  w  as  now  deliberating  was  the 
refult  of  commercial  neceility — that  from  the  opi¬

No  people  can  be  bound  to  acknowledge 
and  adore  the  invifiblc  hand,  which  condufts  the  affairs  of  men 
more  than  the  people  of  the  United  States.  F.very  flep  by  which 
they  have  advanced  to  the  charaftcr  of  an  independent  nation, 
feems  to  have  been  dillinguilhed  by  fume  token  of  providential 
agency.  And  in  the  important  revolution  jull  accomplilhcd  in  the 
fyllcm  of  their  united  government,  the  tranquil  deliberations,  and 
voluntary  confenl  of  fo  many  diftinft  communities,  from  which 
the  event  has  rcfultcd,  cannot  be  compared  with  the  means  by 
which  mod  governments  have  been  cllablifhcd,  without  fomc  re¬ 
turn  of  pious  grat'tudc  along  with  an  humble  anticipation  of  the 
future  bleflings  which  the  pafl  feem  to  prefage.

I  By  the  article  cflablifhing  the  executive ‘department,  it  is  made 
theduty  of  the  Prefident  to  “  recommend  to  your  confideration, 
fuch  meafuresas  he  lhall  judge  neceffary  and  expedient.”  The  cir- 
cuinflanccs  under  which  I  now  meet  you, will  acquit  me  fjom  enter¬ 
ing  into  that  fubjeft,  farther  than  to  refer  to  the  great  conllitutional 
I  charter  under  which  ^ou  arc  affemb’^d,  aud  which,  in  defining 

!your  powers,  defignatcs  the  objefts  to  which  your  attention  is  to  be 
given.  It  will  be  more  confiftent  with  thol’c  circumftances,  and 
far  more  congenial  with  the  feelings  which  aftuate  me,  to  fubftitutc, 

I  in  place  of  a  recommendation  of  particular  mcafurcs,  the  tribute 
that  is  due  to  the  talents,  the  reftitqdc,  and  the  patriotifm  which 
adorn  the  charafters  felcfted  to devifc  and  adopt  them.  In  thofc 
honorable  qualifications,  1  behold  the  fureft  pledges,  that  as  on  one 
fide  no  local  prejudices,  or  attachments — no  feparate  views, no  par- 
I  ty  animofities,  will  mifdircft  the  comprchenfive  and  equal  eye 
I  which  ought  to  watch  over  this  great  affcmblage  of  communities 
I  and  intcrefts;  fo,  on  the  other,  that  the  foundations  of  our  national 
I  policy  will  belaid  in  the  pure  and  immutable  principles  of  private 
£  morality;  and  the  pre-eminence  of  free  government,  be  exempli- 
I  fied  by  all  the  attributes  which  can  win  the  affeftions  of  its  citizens, 

1  and  command  therefpeftof  the  world — I  dwell  on  this  profpeft 
with  every  fatisfaftion  which  an  ardent  love  of  my  country  can  in- 
rpire.  Since  there  is  no  truth  more  thoroughly  eftablifhed,  than 
that  there  exifts  in  the  occonotny  and  courfc  of  nature,  an  indilTo- 
h  luh:eunion  between  virtue  and  happinefs  ;  between  duty  and  ad- 
5  vantage,  between  genuine  maximsof  an  honeft  and  magnanimous 
I  policy,  and  the  folid  rewards  of  ftublic  profperity  and  felicity. 
!  Since  we  ought  to  be  no  Icfs  petfuaded  that  the  propitious  fmiles  of 
heaven,  can  never  be  expefted  on  a  nation  that  disregards  the  eter¬ 
nal  rules  of  order  and  right,  which  heaven  itfelf  has  ordained.  And 
fincc  the  prefervation  of  the  facred  fire  .of  liberty,  and  the  deftiny 
of  the  republican  model  of  government,  are  juftly  confidered  as 
<^er/>/r,  perhaps  as  flaked  on  the  experiment  entrufted  to  the 

hands  of  the  American  pc6plc. 

Bcfidcs  the  ordinary  objefts  fubmitted  to  your  care,  it  will  re¬ 
main  with  your  judgment  to  decide,  how  far  au  exercife  of  the 
occafional  power  delegated  by  the  fifth  article  of  the  conftitution  is 
rendered  expedient  at  the  prefent  junfture  by  the  nature  of  objec¬ 
tions  which  have  been  urged  againft  the  fyftem,  or  by  the  degree 
of  inquietude  which  has  given  birth  to  them. 

I  Inftead  of  undertaking  particular  recommendations  on  this  fub¬ 
jeft,  in  which  I  could  be  guided  by  no  lights  derived  from  official 
opportunities,  I  fhall  again  give  way  to  my  entire  confidence  in 
your  difccrnnipht  andpuifuit  of  the  public  good.
